The 
U.8.$.R. will at least be afforded an opportunity for propaganda, 
obstruction and delsy and may advance proposals for besio revisions 
of the treaty, for a change in the terns of reference, or for 
digeuseion of the Japanese issue in eonjunction with other Par 
Eastern problems. All indications are thet Hoscow will net accept 
the proposed U.S.-U.K. treaty without decisive modifications. 
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TRDOCHIBA: fhe military eftuation remains statie while the rehabiii - 
tation of Viet Minh units continues. here ere ne clear indications 
of Chinase Communist preparations for 3 major intervention but 
unconfirmed reports allege that Chinese air acsistanece may be provided 
for future Vict Minh operations.

CONCLUSIONS 


The Soviet Armed Porces in being ere in on advaneed state of readi- 
ness for war and could initiete offensive operations with little or 
no additional warning. Kilitary and polit¢ioal indications are that 
the Communists intend te ineist upon a solution of controversial 
problens strictly slong lines whieh further Communist world objec~ 
fives. Yhore are no indications that the Soviets and their Cosmuniast 
allies, in pursuing their major objectives, intend necessarily to 
avoid actions whieh might preeipitate global hostilities. — 


Phe Commmints have continued to improve their capabilities for a 


resuaption of the offensive in Korea, and they are prepared militarily 
to exploit eny breakdowm in the cease-fire discussions. The Communist 
belief in vietory in Korea, as expressed im their propaganda, does 
not appear dependent on the outcase of the negotiations. 


Further major Chinese Communist militery operations, other than in 
Korea, do not appear to be imminent, but support of the Viet Hinh 
continues and there are increasing indications of Chinese Communist 
atGention to Burma. 


Fnere ero no firm indications of Sovied intentions to initiate 
hostdiities in Europe or the Neer East or to extend the area of 
eonflict in the Far East in the immediate future. Soviet and _ 
Satellite military preparations in Europe continue, however, and 
there are indications of ineressing Communist militancy in Western 
EBurcpe. Reports continue te suggest the possibility that September 
may be an Importent pericd in Communist plans, perticularly with 
reapect to the Par Eest.

{3} Pelitiesl and Pro nda. Ffhere has been no basic change 
apperen’ in the Comaunist attitude on the ceare-fire 
discussions. On the one hand Communist propaganda has 
continued to remain generally sdamant with reepect to the 
question of the 58th parallel as the demarcation line, while, 
on the other, there has been no suggestion that the Communists 
are preparing to break up the discussions. The Communists 
at the Kaesong telks continue to refuse to accept the 
prosent front line of the U.R. forces as 4 basis for 
discussion er to proceed with discugsion of other agenda 
items.

b. JAPAN. The departure of the Soviet Ambassador from Peiping for 
Moscow on 3 August and the reported return to Peiping of the Chinese 
Communist Ambassador to the 0.8.8.R. suggest that there was conaultation 
between the Soviets and Chinese Communists prior to the surprise Soviet 
announeenent to attend the Japansse Peace Treaty discussions. There 
have been some suggestions, from the delayed reaction in Communist 
propeganda to the Soviet announcement and the absence of mention of the 
decision in the Soviet press, that the U.S.S.R.'a decision to participate 
may have been a sudden one. The reasons for the Soviet decision are not 
clear, but by participating in the peace treaty discussions the U.S.5 oR. 
will at least obtain an opportunity to exploit the dissatisfaction of 
several Asian countries with the ¢reaty and to obstruct and delay the 
signing ef the treaty.

A 
reported increase in CCF strength in southern Yunnan from two to five 
divisions during recent months was probably diotated by the necessity of 
coping with EH? forces in the area, but has nevertheless increased 
Chinese Communist capabilities for an invasion of Burma. As quite 
reliable information now indicates that KMT forces in Yunnan have suffered 
heavy reverses and are reported withdrawing into Burma, Chinese Communist 
forees Rave both the pretext and capability to secure & foothold in 
northern Burma which would facilitete further assistance to the Burmese 
Comeunists. A veport that the Chinese Communists are preparing to enter 
the Kengtung District in force 1s not confirmed, but it is entirely 
possible that the Chinese Communists have decided on a stepped-up campaign 
4n Burma as on alternative to the greater effort. which would probably be 
‘pequired to achieve success in Indochina. Possibly significant in this 
egonnsetion is the reported statement of the Burmese Communist Party leader, | 
Phan Fun, that North Burma would not only be the pivot of his enti- 
government struggle which vould decide the Burmese people's revolution 
‘but that 4¢ would also determine "the entire liberation movement in 
Southeast Agia."

An over-all increase in the amount 
of Soviet propagands directed to the Near Bast has been 
observed during 1951. Alara over the violonce and vigor of 
local Communist propaganda, especially in Egypt, has recently 
been expreased by beth the Secretary General of the Arab 
League and the Yugoslev Minister in Cairo. Several new 
Communist newspapers have appeared in Egypt during the sumer 
and their financial backing appears to be strong. Egyptian 
publications other than the identifiebly Comaunist press 
have also been urging friendship with the U.S.SoR. in ® 
highly organized, skillful and subtle fashion which is not 
eexmmon in Egyptian journalism. Direct Soviet implication, at 
least to the extent of subsidy, appears ebvious. Ethnic 
groups with sepsratist traditions, such ag the Kurds, continw 
to receive attention in Sovict propaganda. While most of 
the propagands effort 15 aimed at the Iranian Kurds, i¢ also 
reaehes sizeable numbers in furkey, Iraq, Syria and Lebanon.

gs. PROPAGARDA. Concurrent with the opening of the World Youth Festival 
in Berlin, ostensibly devoted to peace, Soviet propaganda has become more 
aggressive. The Festival has been used as a platform for launching an 
unusually strong cempaign against West German rearmament including ealls 
for a program of strikes, sabotage and mass agitation in West Germany. 
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Rast Gorman statements have also included 9 new note of anxiety on the 
danger of war end listeners have been reminded to study the aifference 
potwecn “Just and unjust wars." Veanwhile, Soviet propagands continues 
to enphagize militant “peace” themes designed to mobilise populer opposi- 
tien in Western Europe to the rebirth of Western strength.
